Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant filed a proposed claim 1 stated that the high radical 
concentration plasma containing both fluorine and oxygen, wherein the radical-to-ion ratio in the plasma is equal to or 
greater than about 10:1 . The proposed language does not overcome 112 rejection because it is unclear as to which 
element(s) is considered as radical (i.e., fluorine radical or oxygen radical or both fluorine and oxygen radical) and 
which element(s) is considered as ion (i.e.,fluorine ion or oxygen ion or both fluorine and oxygen ion). Mr. Paikoff 
stated the phrase "radical-to-ion ratio" means the combination of fluorine and oxygen radical to the combination of 
fluorine and oxygen ion. However, there is no support for this particular limitation. After the discussion, Mr. Paikoff will 
consider to file a CIP . 
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
